Bost,  B.  A  McKinley,  Ernest  Bolen,  and  Charles  Jester  to  the  roster.  George  Beckham 
acted  as  advertising  manager  and  was  a  big  help;  while  Julius  Oelsner,  as  circulation 
manager,  not  only  delivered  the  papers  to  the  students,  but  also  worked  up  a  mailing  list. 
Ralph  Saye  served  as  treasurer  whenever  there  were  any  funds  on  hand. 

The  purpose  of  the  Signal  was,  as  always,  to  promote  the  best  interests  and  activi- 
ties of  the  students  and  administration,  as  well  as  to  be  an  organ  for  the  dissemination 
of  news. 

One  of  the  few  rewards  of  merit  given  the  publication  staffs  is  the  opportunity  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Georgia  Collegiate  Press  Association,  and  this  was  enjoyed 
to  the  fullest  by  as  many  of  the  Signal  staff  as  could  get  away  from  their  work.  The  meet- 
ings were  not  only  a   lot  of  fun,  but  also  proved  to  be  quite  instructive. 

At  the  close  of  the  Winter  Quarter,  Helen  dropped  out  of  school  and  Henrietta 
Green,  president  of  the  Georgia  Collegiate  Press  Association,  was  elected  to  complete  the 
year  as  editor.  Henrietta  succeeded  in  streamlining  the  Signal,  and  edited  the  three  final 
issues  for  the  year.
